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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, 
"the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a 
separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on 
form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Drawings 

2. Figures 1 and 6 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art-- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification

DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) THE NAMES OF THE PARTIES TO A JOINT RESEARCH AGREEMENT. 

(e) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 
CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(k) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(I) SEQUENCE LISTING (See MPEP § 2424 and 37 CFR 1 .821-1 .825. A

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: reference to 
the claims in the specification is not proper (see pages 3-6 of the specification). 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
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described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
It is not clear from the specification how to determine the lowest component of the 
Fourier spectrum of the pulsed electromagnetic field. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 contains the trademark/trade name Fourier spectrum. Where a trademark 
or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a particular 
material or product, the claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, 
second paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim 
scope is uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be used properly to 
identify any particular material or product. A trademark or trade name is used to identify 
a source of goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a trademark or trade name 
does not identify or describe the goods associated with the trademark or trade name. In 
the present case, the trademark/trade names are used to identify/describe the filtering 
element and, accordingly, the identification/description is indefinite. 

Claim 1 is indefinite since all that the applicant considers to be encompassed by 
the phrase "the lowest component of the Fourier spectrum of the pulsed lectromagnetic 
field" cannot be determined. 
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Claim 2 is indefinite because it is not clear what the phrase "the batch type 
processing" is intended to encompass. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

9. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wilson 
(3,604,641). 

The claims are interpreted as best understood by the examiner. The claims are 
interpreted as requiring an assembly of an electrodynamic fractionating unit for the 
fragmenting, grinding, or suspending of a brittle material to be processed, the unit 
comprising: a chargeable electrical energy store with two electrodes and a reaction 
vessel wherein the energy store together with its output switch, the electrodes with feed 
line, and the reaction vessel are positioned in a completely enclosed volume 
surrounded by an electrically conductive wall (see Fig 1 and abstract, col 1 lines 1-18, 
col 3 lines 33-75). Wilson is considered to clearly show a device having the structural 
elements of the claims that can be understood. 

10. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the 
applicant's admitted Prior Art in Figs. 1 or 6 and paragraph [00045], hereinafter Prior 
Art. 
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The claims are interpreted as best understood by the examiner. The claims are 
interpreted as requiring an assembly of an electrodynamic fractionating unit for the 
fragmenting, grinding, or suspending of a brittle material to be processed, the unit 
comprising: a chargeable electrical energy store with two electrodes and a reaction 
vessel wherein the energy store together with its output switch, the electrodes with feed 
line, and the reaction vessel are positioned in a completely enclosed volume 
surrounded by an electrically conductive wall (see Fig 1 and abstract, col 1 lines 1-18, 
col 3 lines 33-75). Prior Art is considered to clearly show a device having the structural 
elements of the claims that can be understood. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

12. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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13. Claims 3-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
either Wilson or Prior Art. 

The limitations of these claims are either well known in the art or design choice 
only. For example specific dimension of the pipes as set forth in claim 3 would have 
been well within the scope of one skilled in the art and of no patentable merit.
